3. For claims 1-6: Attorney's argument on page 7 that Maeda does not teach or 
suggest the claim limitation that the first and second member are formed from an 
elastic material, the elastic material of the first member having the first sealing part is 
formed from an elastic material that has a lower hardness than the elastic material of 
the second member having the second sealing part to prevent splitting on the inner 
surface of the through hole when the electrical wire is passed is convincing .

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The primary reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1-6, 13-21 
are the inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitation of the 
elastic material of the first member having the first sealing part is formed from an elastic 
material that has a lower hardness than the elastic material of the second member 
having the second sealing part to prevent splitting on the inner surface of the through 
hole when the electrical wire is passed (for claims 1-6, 13-18), and a first member 
having a first sealing part, a second member having having a recessed part for receipt 
of a protrusion formed on a supporting member and a second sealing part formed on an 
outer circumferential surface of the through-hole that sealing engage a housing (for 
claims 19-21). 

The previously listed limitations are neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination.
